SADC, Indian Ocean Commission Sign Agreement

SAPA — A memorandum of understanding between 
the South African Development Community [SADC] 
and the Indian Ocean Commission [IOC] providing 
terms for cooperation between the regions will be 
signed shortly, according to SADC chairman and 
Botswana president, Ketumile Masire. 


Speaking at the opening of the SADC summit in 
Johannesburg on Monday [28 August], Masire said 
SADC was expanding its contacts and forging new 
links with other regional groupings to enhance trade 
and investment prospects and following discussion with 
the IOC an agreement would be signed "in the not too 
distant future”. 


SADC believed Africa would derive its strength through 
economic groups and it was against that background 
that SADC "has been at the forefront of promoting 
dialogue and cooperation among sub-regional economic 
groupings,” Masire said. 


He said an African Latin American institute was in - 


the process of being established to promote investment, 
trade and cultural exchange with Brazil, Argentina, 
Uruguay, Paraguay and Peru, while SADC had also 
been in discussions with the Association of South East 
Asian Nations to facilitate trade integration. 


Masire said Africa was the "most economically back- 
ward" community compared with other developing re- 
gions and it was important to ensure that Africa was not 
marginalised in the implementation of the programme 
of the World Trade Organisation. 


"We can prevent this from happening if we stand 
together and act collectively." 


He said the process of regional integration should be 
facilitated by the harmonisation of the political and 
socio-economic policies of the member states, and the 
elimination of obstacles to free movement of people, 
capital, goods and services.

Maharaj said South Africa and some other members of 
the region were concerned about the current viability of 
airlines in the region. 


He added that southern Africa should be careful of open- 
ing its skies without proper planning, as international 
airlines could flood the region and its air routes.

AGENCY] news agency report quoted Zimbabwe 
Transport and Energy Minister Simon Moyo as saying 
at the weekend that southern Africa would eventually 
get a regional airline along the lines of the defunct 
East African Airways. He said the establishment of 
the regional transport authority presaged the eventual 
forming of a SADC airline. 


The accord to establish the transport authority was a 
major breakthrough in the transport sector, Moyo said. 


Mozambique Concerned Over Water Allocation

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Concerns expressed by 
Mozambique about the use of Southern African water 
resources have not been accepted by its partners in the 
Southern African Development Community, SADC. 


Most of the rivers that flow through Mozambique rise 
in other SADC countries. The Mozambican authorities 
complain that South Africa, in particular, takes more 
than its fair share of water from these international 
rivers. 


The issue was raised during the meeting of SADC 
Council of Ministers, which ended in Johannesburg, in 
South Africa, at the weekend. Mozambican concerns 
are not reflected in the document emerged from the 
meeting, which states merely that the management of the 
region’s rivers will be a subject for later negotiations. 
The document urged Mozambique to sign an SADC 
protocol on water resources, despite its reservations. 


On Sunday night, Mozambican Foreign and Cooperation 
Minister Dr. Leonardo Simao played down the issue, 
saying that he too believed that the problem can be 
solved bilaterally. Mr. Simao said river management 
will be dealt within a commission to be set up among 
the countries concerned. 
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Last week, agriculturists in the southern province of 
Maputo wrote a letter to the South African president, 
Nelson Mandela, asking him to intervene into the 
question.

— The Southern African Development Community 
[SADC] closed its 15th annual summit in Johannesburg 
on Monday, by expanding its ranks and agreeing to mect 
a rival organisation. 


Closing the summit, South African President Nelson 
Mandela said it had been one of the most significant 
SADC meetings in the history of the organisation. 
"The potential to emulate successful economies in other 
regions of the world is there. We need to grab it with 
both hands. We need to make it a living reality,” he 
said. Mandela, whose country was hosting the summit, 
said the success of SADC would be an example for 
the rest of Africa and the world. "In fact, there are 
Opportunities for us to advance further, much faster and 
with confidence in our collective success,” he said. 


During the closing ceremony, it was announced that the 
SADC heads of state summit agreed to allow the Indian 
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Ocean island state of Mauritius to join the regional 
trade and development body. SADC Chairman Ketumile 
Masire (Botswana's president) signed the accession of 
Mauritius document along with the country’s happy 
prime minister, Anerood Jugnauth, during the summit’s 
closing ceremony. 


"I thank you profoundly for having welcomed Mauritius 
within the fold of SADC. It is the beginning of a 
cooperative relation and we earnestly hope it will 
be crowned with success for all the peoples of our 
countries," Jugnauth told the assembled delegates. 


Mauritius becomes the 12th member of SADC fol- 
lowing the incorporation of South Africa in August 
last year. Other SADC member countries are Angola, 
Botswana, Lesotho, Malawi, Mozambique, Namibia, 
Swaziland, Tanzania, Zambia and Zimbabwe. However, 
SADC Executive Secretary Kaire Mbuende said, at a 
press conference later, a moratorium had been imposed 
on the accession of new members. "Twelve is a com- 
plete number," he said. Observers believe SADC needs 
to draw up criteria to regulate new membership. 


A summit communique also said a high level SADC 
delegation would meet with the rival Common Market 
for Eastern and Southern Africa [Comesa]. SADC 
heads of state had agreed a joint summit should take 
place with Comesa, which complains the exclusively 
southern African group undermines and duplicates its 
efforts. Mbuende said the objective of the Comesa- 
SADC conference was to look into whether there was 
room for co-existence between the two organisations. 
Observers have urged a harmonisation of the two trade 
grouping’s initiatives to expand trade between member 
countries. 


The communique said a joint committee of five minis- 
ters from each group should be appointed to draw up the 
terms of reference for a meeting of SADC and Comesa. 


The shared water course system protocol was also 
signed during the summit, but Angola and Zambia said 
they would sign at a later stage following national 
cabinet approval. SADC energy ministers also signed 
the inter-governmental memorandum of understanding 
regarding the southern African power pool. The next 
SADC annual summit will be held in Maseru, Lesotho.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] The one-day summit of the 
Southern African Development Community, SADC, 
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ended on a positive note in Johannesburg last night 
with new regional agreements on trade and security, 
but perhaps the most significant achievement was the 
signing of a protocol on shared water course system 
and the creation of a regional energy sharing power 
pool. Southern Africa is currently in the grip of a 
worsening drought. Carolyn Dempster caught up with 
SADC Executive’s Secretary Dr. Kaire Mbuende at the 
close of the summit, she asked him if the water protocol 
would come into effect right away. 


{Begin recording] [Mbuende] Yes, the protocol will be 
implemented immediately. It is really governing the 
utilization of our common river systems, the need for 
conservation, and the principle under which the waters 
in those rivers can be shared to take care of both 
downstream and upstream countries. 


[Dempster] Now, as far as the southern African power 
pool is concerned, that was another significant achieve- 
ment of the summit, when can we expect the kind of 
link up and energy distribution that is being discussed 
as part of that protocol. 


[Mbuende] As a matter of fact, the process of link up has 
already started. We have already inter-linkages between 
Namibia and Botswana, between South Africa and 
Namibia, between Zambia and Namibia, and Botswana 
now, Mozambique and South Africa, and South Africa- 
Zimbabwe, so that is already there. But what we are 
going to have now is common policies in term of 
tariffs, common approaches including development of 
new sources of energy. 


[Dempster] In the past there has been some severe 
criticism that SADC has been a lot of talk and very 
little action, and one of the reasons that was giveia for 
this is a lack of resources, that a number of the countries 
that made up SADC really didn’t have the resources to 
put behind these projects. With the accession of South 
Africa, is this likely to be less of a problem in future? 
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[Mbuende}] Well, it is true that they don’t have re- 
sources, but they have put in quite substantially — 
into SADC. Obviously, there are a number of projects 
that were donor funded, specially when you come into 
such a development, but increasingly, some of our joint 
projects, specially in the area of road construction are 
being funded through loans that member states are tak- 
ing. At the same time also, we are looking at the whole 
area of resource mobilization for a program of action. 
Here South Africa will have a contribution to make, but 
we know South Africa has got its own internal prob- 
lems and in the [word indistinct] of its own people, and 
therefore we don’t think that South Africa is there to 
solve our problems but to make a contribution to the 
collective efforts we are making. I think it is important 
to bear in mind that we are not really talking about sur- 
vival of SADC as an organization. Our concern is the 
development of our countries and SADC is an instru- 
ment in that process. 


[Dempster] Just talking about trade and the free move- 
ment of capital goods and possibly people, this debate 
about the whole issue of tariffs, it is a very sensitive 
issue and South Africa has in the past been looked at as 
being rather protectionist, but it has benefited from the 
tariffs imposed. How do you see this whole issue being 
resolved in the coming month? 


[Mbuende] Well, the summit Council of Ministers 
agreed to have a joint meeting of ministers of trade 
and finance to look exactly at the question of tariffs 
as interim measures, because the current trade practices 
are not balanced, are in favor of certain countries in 
the region, not only South Africa, but others also, the 
relation between a number of countries and we have to 
take interim measures before we ultimately put in place 
a permanent trade protocol. So, there will be a meeting 
already next month to look at that issue. [end recording]

(FBIS Translated Text] Why the devil have they gone to 
Burundi for? According to information published yes- 
terday by DIMANCHE MATIN, 10 elite soldiers of the 
Long Range Reconnaissance Patrol of the paratrooper 
battalion flew to Burundi last week in the utmost se- 
crecy. 


The desire for secrecy was so great that the Belgian 
soldiers traveled on two separate planes so as to 
avoid identifi.auun. And nobody was informed of their 
mission: Belgian Foreign Minister Erik Derycke was 
unaware of their departure and the Belgian ambassador 
to Burundi told us he was unaware of their arrival in 
Burundi. Which deprives it of any likelihood of being 
an official mission with the object of relieving the team 
protecting the Belgian Embassy. 


Since the murder of three Belgians last March a few 
kilometers outside Bujumbura, the Belgian Embassy 
has had a special protection force. These men are not 
only charged with protecting our diplomats but could, 
if necessary, be charged with organizing the evacuation 
of Burundi’s Belgian community. The mission of the 
present team runs until the end of September and no 
replacement or reinforcement was expected before that 
date. 


The departure for Burundi of the reconnaissance patrol 
was revealed to DIMANCHE MATIN by one of the 
members of the group who was disappointed not to be 
receiving a “risk bonus” which is usual for operations of 
this kind. It seems that this bonus was not granted be- 
cause the cabinet, which must usually approve missions 
of this kind (including the bonus), was not informed of 
the operation. 


Does the deteriorating climate in Burundi justify send- 
ing Out troops specialized in observation and commu- 
nication missions? Foreign Minister Erik Derycke does 
not think so. He believes that the situation is "no better 
and no worse than a few weeks ago.” 


But this optimism is relative: We have learned that a 
Belgian agronomist, Penninck, received a serious head 
injury last Thursday [24 August] when driving along 
a minor road in Vugiro, a region close to Bujumbura 
where Hutu fighters frequently operate. 


Also, yesterday morning the Burundian defense minister 
announced in an address on national radio that the 
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fight against the Hutu assailants was entering the "final 
Stage. Sut this did not prevent Bujumbura from echoing 
to the sovnd of grenades and machine gun fire on 
Saturday evening. Furthermore, fighting is continuing 
in Kibira, a vast forest where Hutu "resistance pockets" 
operate and where the Army has launched a number of 
combing 0} erations. 


During such a "final stage” everything remains possible, 
including foreign intervention, jiumanitarian or other- 
wise, and the real mission of this patrol could be to 
assess the feasibility or timeliness of such intervention. 
But whatever its true purpose, the fact remains that in 
Burundi’s reigning climate of paranoia, any rumor of 
Or preparations for foreign intervention, whether well- 
founded or not, remains extremely dangerous. There are 
those who will stop at nothing to provoke intervention 
and those who will stop at nothing to prevent it.

Premier Twagiramungu ‘Surprisingly’ Resigns

In the communique in which he announces his resigna- 
tion, Faustin Twagiramungu, who does not seem to have 
been involved in political decisions for a few months, 
criticizes the government for not safeguarding security 
in Rwanda and for not respecting the Arusha accords 
signed with the late president Habyarimana that settled 
the issue of power sharing in Rwanda. 


In the past, Faustin Twagiramungu had already com- 
plained about the fact that last year’s Hutu victims were 
being forgotten. 


Besides, many observers believed that the Hutu repre- 
sentatives within the government did not enjoy any real 
power. 


It is now up to President Pasteur Bizimungu, who is 
also a Hutu, to accept this resignation and to replace 
the prime minister from the same party, the MDR 
{Republican Democratic Movement]. Foreign Minister 
Anastase Gasana, who was in Brussels recently to 
negotiate with Belgium the resumption of cooperation, 
is tipped to become the next prime minister.

[FBIS Translated Text] Prime Minister Faustin Twagi- 
ramungu was relieved today of his duties of leading the 
government. After the decision, the president of the Re- 
public, Pasteur Bizimungu, presented the matter to the 
National Assembly and asked it to support the decision. 
Our colleague Louise Kayibanda was present: 


{[Kayibanda] The president, in conformity with the 
powers bestowed upon him by our country’s laws, today 
at 1530 [1330 GMT] announced to the deputies who had 
gathered in the National Assembly that he had taken the 
decision to dismiss Faustin Twagiramungu from his post 
as prime minister because government members were 
no longer united and could not, whilst keeping their 
duties to heart, solve the country’s problems — a task 
for which they did not have enough courage and resolve. 
The president of the Republic, Pasteur Bizimungu, also 
said that some ministers would also be removed from 
the government. 
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Here is the president of the Republic explaining his 
decision: 


[Begin Bizimungu recording] Your Excellencies the 
president of the National Assembly and deputies, all 
those gathering here, Rwandans: the genocide brought 
very complicated problems to our country. There are all 
sorts of problems related to ethnicity, there are problems 
related to government institutions which had broken 
apart, there are questions relating to citizens who [words 
indistinct). 


The unity government led by the prime minister had 
made a commitment to properly solve, as a matter of 
urgency, most of the problems. In order for that to be 
achieved there was a need for strong leadership with a 
will to solve the problems in such a way as to satisfy all 
Rwandans. Rwandans would then trust the government 
and support it. 


However, it is clear that government members are no 
longer united. There are differing views on government 
programs, they do not speak with one voice to Rwan- 
dans and foreigners — as if some do not agree with 
the programs. There are many examples. Not following 
up work and not coordinating efforts will not make us 
solve our current problems. But with enough will cor- 
rections can be made. 


The most important issue, which is at the root of 
events which have destroyed Rwanda, and that all of 
us have decided to fight, is the division of Rwandans 
for personal interests. This is unacceptable. There is no 
way that we can emerge from our complex problems 
without keeping to heart our commitments, and showing 
Rwandans that we have enough will and courage to 
achieve what we have promised them. With all that I 
have just said, and having consulted many people, we 
found that it was necessary for things to change, end 
that it was also necessary to change the prime minister, 
in accordance with the constitution — especially (?the) 
sixth point of the RPF [Rwandan Patriotic Front] speech 
of 17 July 1994, which was approved by parties and the 
assembly. 


We ask you to support this decision, keeping to heart 
the fact that we must protect the interests of Rwandans 
and our country. I take this opportunity to inform you 
that some government members will also be dismissed. 
Thank you. [applause] [end recording]. 


[Kayibanda] Having explained the reasons behind his 
decision to dismiss Faustin Twagiramungu from the 
position of prime minister, he asked deputies to air their 
views on the decision. In a vote, of the 61 deputies 
present, 55 voted for the decision, 6 abstained and 
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there was no vote against. It is worth recalling that the 
Rwandan National Assembly is made up of 70 deputies. 


The president of the Republic thanked the deputies for 
showing their support for him and asked them to unite 
so that personal interests are disregarded in favor of 
solving Rwandan problems and removing Rwanda from 
its current situation. Here is president Bizimungu: 


[Begin Bizimungu recording] Your excellency the pres- 
ident of the National Assembly, deputies: I thank you 
for the trust you have bestowed upon me and the fact 
that we have the same views in regard to the current 
situation and how it should change. 


I would like to recall that our actions have been in 
conformity with the prevailing law accepted by parties. 
I also recall that you have had opportunities to receive 
answers to your questions from ministers, so that you 
can make up your minds. [sentence as heard] I thank 
you for your trust, and ask you once again to unite in 
solving Rwandans’ problems and not to pursue personal 
interests. 


I reiterate that Rwandans are focusing their attention 
on us. We know that our Rwanda has Hutus, Tutsis, 
Twas and, I was about to say, it even has foreigners. 
Leaders should look upon some issues that they are 
facing as Rwandans. This is the way to build. I ask 
you for the assistance of your ideas and your work so 
that we can extricate Rwanda from its current problems. 
We are aware of the current situation and its problems 
and we know that we should seek progress. Thank you.

This latest failure occurs on the eve of a decisive 
meeting between the Zairean prime minister and the UN 
High Commissioner for Refugees. Zaire has threatened 
to resume the forcible deportation of Rwandan refugees 
if no concrete measure is taken. 


Jean-Michel Mostaert asked the UNHCR spokesman 
Francis Kpatinde whether the United Nations really 
hoped that many Rwandan refugees would choose this 
method this morning to return to Rwanda on a voluntary 
basis: 


[Begin recording} [Kpatinde) While forcible deportation 
operations were taking place over the last few days, 
a large number...[pauses] Thousands of refugees came 
forward to our personnel on the ground and asked to be 
taken back to Rwanda by the UNHCR. They preferred to 
return to Rwanda under the protection...[pauses] under 
the umbrella of the UNHCR rather than being forced by 
Zairean soldiers. 


(Mostaert] So you did have some hope that many would 
volunteer to return. How do you explain the fact that the 
refugees have changed their minds? 


{Kpatinde] The activism of former Rwandan dignitaries 
and former Rwandan soldiers in the camps...[pauses} 
Everybody knows that these people go from camp to 
camp and deter the refugees from returning by making 
them believe that the security situation prevailing in 
Rwanda is not good enough for their return. 


There is another explanation: People are frightened, they 
are afraid to go back, they do not know whether they 
will find their belongings, their land, their concessions, 
and their stores once they are back in Rwanda. The fear 
of the unknown is keeping them back. [end recording]

Arrested Editor Dies; Colleagues Claim ‘Torture’

The editor of a Ugandan news letter who was arrested 
last week died on Monday (28 August], his colleagues 
said, accusing the police of torturing him to death. 


Al-Haji Musa Hussein Njuki, editor of the Islamic 
newsletter Assalaam, which has in the past printed 
articles criticising President Yoweri Museveni, died in 
a Kampala hospital where police took him after he was 
taken ill in custody. 


Police denied that ihey tortuzed Njuki to death. 


Njuki was arrested on Friday along with Haruna 
Kanuati, editor of the bi-weekly Shariat news letter for 
allegedly “belitding” Museveni and wishing him death. 


In one of its recent articles, Assalaam wrote that 
"Uganda will never get peace until President Museveni 
died”. 


And Shariat recently carried a story by Kanaabi alleging 
that neighboring Rwanda was an “extension of Uganda” 
and that the leaders in Kigaii’s Tutsi-led government 
were Mus¢veni’s stooges. 


Police spokesman Joseph Kimera said Njuki was not 
tortured tut had died from an unspecified illness, which 
he was suffering from at the time of the arrest. 


"This guy even collapsed on seeing our security people, 
he requested our officers to take him to his Doctor.

Last month the Sierra Leone Red Cross said at least 76 
people had died of hunger around the besieged city Bo, 
170 kilometres (105 miles) east of Freetown. 


Those deaths were blamed on the destruction of rice and 
manioc fields by rebels. 


The four-year civil war began in the extreme southeast 
of the country in late March 1991. The rebel Revolu- 
tionary United Front (RUF) originally wanted to topple 
former president Joseph Momoh. 


But Momoh was ousted in a coup in April 1992, 
bringing to power a military junta led by Captain 
Valentine Strasser. The war has left over 10,000 dead, 
according to official figures.
